By-Law No. 141. 


A By-Law respecting the cost of certain Jo2al im- 
provements made during the current year. 


Whereas, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of ‘‘ The Municipal Ordivance,” Part 7, Section 
5, a petition duly signed, was presented to the 
Municipal Council of the Municipality of the Town 
of Edmonton, asking that there be made asa local 
improvement, a plank sidewalk, six feet wide, 
with the usual crossings, upon the ezst side of 
Namayo Avenue, one of the public streets of 
the Municipality, from the south-west corner 
of Lot 32,in Biock 3, im River Lot 12, Edmonton, 
to the north-west corner of Lot 21, in Biock 32, 
in the same River Lot. 


And whereas, the said local impreyement has 
been made, the cxpenditure therefor having been 
met by means of temporary advances or loans 
effected in pursuance cf *t The Municipal Ordinance,” 
Part 7, Section 3, sub-section (d). 


And whereas, in order to provide means for the 
repaying cf the said temporary advances or loans, 
it is now necessary to ascertain what portion, if any, 
of the cost of the said local improvement, shou!d be 
borne by the Municipality at Jarge, and what is the 
probable life of the said local improvement-and to 


_provide for the assessment by way of special front- 


age assessment of the cost or portion of the cost of 
the said local improvement, upon the lands fronting 
on the street or place whereon, or whcrein the said 
local improvement has been made, and for the 
levyin, of such cost or portion thereof, by 2 special 
rate upon such lands, and for regulating the time or 
times, and manner ,in which the rates for the said 
local improvement are to be paid. 


Therefore, the Mayor and Council of the Munici- 
pality of the Town of Edmonton, in council 
assembled, evact as follows : 


1. The Standing Committee of the Council on 
Public Works shall forthwith consider the said 
petition, and the resolutions of the Council passed 
in respect thervof, and the werk actually done in 
pursuance thereof, and the accounts of the ex- 
penditure made therefor, and all the other matters 
necessa1y to enable the said committee to make a 
report to the Couccil which shall set forth and 
certify : 

(a) The probable lifetime of the said improve- 
ment. 

(b) The actual cost of the said improvement. 

(c) The portion (if any) of the cost to be borne 
by the Municipality at large. 

fd) The portion of the cast to be provided by 
speial frontage assessment. 

(c) The frontage of the property upon which the 
special frontage assessment is to be levied, stated in 
linval feet. 

(f) The rates of special frontage assessment per 
foot frontage. 

(g) The amount chargeable to each lot or parce! 
of land assessed according to the rate per foo 
frontage. 

(h) The value of the land chargeable with the 
special frontage rate (exclusive of all improvements 
thereon). 


2. The Council shall forthwith consider the said 
report and adopt the same, with such amendments, 
if any, as they shail dcem proper, and thereupon, 
the several properties affected are hereby declared 
to be assessed, and the assessor of the Municipality 
is hereby directed to assess the same in accordance 
with the terms of the report so adopted. 


3. The time and manner of payment of the 
amount of the assessment, shall be as follows: The 
amount of the assessment shall be payable in such 
number of equal consecutive annual payments as 
shall correspond with. the- number of years which 


shall have been certified to be the probable lifetime” 


of the improvement, together with a further equal 
annual gum, such that the total annual payment 
shall be sufficient to cover the annual interest on the 
principal, at the rate of six per cent., payable half 
yearly, and to fori a sinking fund for the payment 
of the principal, based on a csiculation of interest 
being received thereca at tne rate ef five per cent. 
yearly. i 

4. Assoon as the Council shall have appoiuted 
a time and place when and where the Council will 
sit as a Court of Revision fer the confirmation of the 
special frontage assessment so made (which the 
Council eshali forthwith do by resolution) the 
assessor of the Municipality shall give netice to all 
parties interested, in pursuance of the Municipal 
Ordinance, Part 7, Section 10, which notice may be 
in the form or to the effect of Schedul2 A. to this 
By-Lay.

THE REAL ISSUE, 
But I do not wish to minimize the 
reductions, such as they are or may be. 


| There is plenty of room for them, and 


they are badly needed, whether big or 
It must be plain, however, 
that what ever they are, they are not 
more valuable than the ownership of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass Railway, and 
what that ownership implies, or they 
would not have been conceded for 
that ownership. Stripped of unneces- 
sary words, the issue in this matter 
was not whether Kootenay should be 
further opened up by Canadian rail- 
but whether, when Kootenay 
was opened up it should mean the 
strengthening or breaking of the 
monopoly of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway in Western Canada. It was 
to break this monopoly that the 
people of Canada were wiliing to 
build the Crow’s Nest Pass Railway. 
While. this railway is most. desirable 
as a local line, it has not been advo- 
cated as such, and that was no reason 
for the hot newspaper controversy 
regarding it. The controversy was 
waged on the question of monopoly ; 
and the freight rate and other con- 
cessions ig the price which the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway is willing to pay 
for the continuance and more firm 
establishment ef their monopoly of 
Western Canadian transportation. 
The feeling throughout the North- 
west is, that the people are working 
their farms and conducting their re- 
spective businesses on shares with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and that 
the company is getting the lion’s 
share. It costs one bushel of grain 
to send another to market over the 
lines of the company. The rates are 
based simply on what the company 
are pleased to consider the traflic will

ernment, which at first, by legislative 
enactment, and afterwards - by differ- 
ential treatment, actually bebarred 
railway competition, there was no 
hope, and the natural result has been 
the slow progress that has been so 
much complained of. 
PARTNERS IN MONOPOLY, 


Taking the reduced rates and 
other concessions for what they are 
claimed to be worth, they do not sufti- 
ciently meet the case as it exists in 
the necessity for lower freight rates, 
while the agreement regarding them 
makes the new government a party to 
the continuance of the monopoly 
established by their predecessors. The 
chance of further reductions is shut 
out, as far as it can be shut out, by 
the fact that the government, on the 
one hand, has decided against a policy 
of railway competition in the west, 
either by aiding competing lines or by 
government construction, and, on the 
other hand, having paid three and a 
half millions of dollars to get certain 
reductions of freight rates, they will 
be bound to argue that the reductions 
secured are sufficient. The Canadian 
Pacific: Railway will use their success 
in this case as a precedent for demand- 
ing further bonuses when the demand 
for further reeuction becomes so press- 
ing that it must be conceded. Under 
this arrangement, the Northwest 
settler is to be the decoy of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway ; that company 
is to squeeze him until he squeals 
loud enough to compel the govern- 
ment to come to his assistance, and 
then the Canadian Pacific Railway 
will demand the price of relaxing the 
freight-rate screw, either in the pur- 
chase of its lands or in aid to ad- 


ditional branches to still further 
strengthen its monopoly. Is it to be 


expected that the Northwest will 
prosper under such a policy, or that 
the trade of Eastern Canada will ex- 
pand by reason of the progress of the 
west under such circumstances, or 
that a spirit of thankfulness does not 
diffuse itself, like a broad and happy 


|smile over the face of the Northwest 


because of this bargain? The people 
of the west_will, I believe, when they 
understand the position, object to be- 
ing placed in it. They do not wish 
to stand before the people of Canada, 
everlasting!ly clamouring against exist- 
ing conditions, which require the pay- 
ment of government money to relieve 
them from. When it is only the 
action of the government in insisting 
on the maintenance of monopoly, and 
in paying government money to secure 
that monopoly that makes the con- 
ditions as they are and perpetuates 
them. 
THE BETTER POLICY. 
There is no doubt that, had a policy 


tion/ been adopted by the government, 


| either by tke encouragement of the 


introduction of other railway systems 
under like or more favorable re- 
strictions than have been agreed to by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, or by 
the construction of the line as a gov- 
ernment work, there would have been 


;}a much greater immediate reduction 


of rates than that now promised, and 
reasonable grounds to hope that they 
would be followed by further reduc- 
tions, as circumstances required, with- 
out further cost to the Canadian 
people. The fact that the govern- 
ment had thereby announced that it 
was against monopoly, would have in- 
spired the confidence both of capital 
and labor throughout and in respect 
of the Northwest, and substantial 
progress according to the conditions of 
the country would have followed. 


COMPARATIVE COST AND PROFIT OF GOV- 
ERNMENT AND COMPANY OWNERSHIP. 
As to the cost of government owner- 

ship and control, the present arrange- 
ment will cost the country $3,500,000. 
Absolute government ownership would 
have cost, say, as much wore, or 
$7,000,000 in all. . But will the pre- 
sent arrangement only cost the coun- 
try $3,500,000? The Canadian 
Pacific Railway will have to borrow 
the balance of the money required to 
build the line; there is no doubt that 
a bond issue of $30,000 a mile will be 
allowed, and the bonds will be sold. 
That is to say, the road will have a 
bonded debt of nearly $10,000,000 on 
the 330 miles. Who will pay the in- 
terest on this debt? It must be paid, 
if at all, out of the earnings from the 
traffic on this or some other part of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway system. 
In other words, the people of Canada 
will have to pay the interest on the 
$10,000,000 just as surely as they will 
have to pay it on the $3,500,000. To 
put it in another way: Under abso- 
lute government ownership and con- 
trol, with rates at bare cost of hauling, 
the people of Canada would have to 
pay 3 per cent: interest on $7,000,000, 
whereas under the present arrange- 
ment, with no assurance of anything 
like as low rates, they will have to 
pay interest on $13,500,000. 

The objection to government con- 
trol of railways seems only to apply to 
the region west of Lake Superior. 
Only the other day the House agreed 
by a huge majority to provide interest 
on a capital sum of $7,000,000 to 
secure merely running rights for the 
Tntercolonial over the lines of other 
roads to Montreal. Although other 
lines existed which gave direct con- 
nection they were not satisfied; they

The fact that there is no direct con- 
nection through to the coast by that 
line makes competition more difficult, 
or indeed makes effective competition 
impossible under the present arrange- 
ment; and the proposition_to place the 
200 miles of road from Robson under 
Separate control, and with different 
arrangements, destroys the possibility 
of effective competition for all time, 
as far as it can be destroyed. 


Had the government constructed 
the road, running power might have 
been granted to all railroad-companies 
desiring to compete for the trade at 
rates absolutely fixed from time to time 
by the government; we would then 
have had what we are now paying for 
without getting a guarantee of active 
competition and an assurance of living 
rates for the public. Certainly it 

would not have been as profitable for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, but I 
am not aware that this country owes 
that company anything. The country 
has carried out to the full every agree- 
ment made with the company: has 
discharged all its obligations and is 
entitled to a clear receipt ; while the 
promises made on behalf of the com- 
pany, whose enlightened self-interest 
was to bea _ suflicient guarantee that 
the interests of the Territories were 
jsafe in the railway company’s hands, 
have utterly failed to materialize. Hard | 
facts have proven that the interests of 
the Canalian Pacific railway and of the 
country are not identical. 
THE COAL AND TIMBER DEAL. 
Under sections (h) and (i), regarding 
control of certain coal and timber lands, 
| the government stands somewhat in the 
position of a laudlord, one of whose 
tenants holding a perpetual_lease had 
allowed himself to be swindled out of a 
large part of his most valuable property, | 
and the landlord instead of compelling | 
the return of the property, as he was 
able to do under the rights which he 
held, compromises with the thieves 
and accepts a small fraction of the 
plunder, thereby becoming a party to 
the steal of what is ina sense his own 
: property. If the absolute government 


| ownership of 59,000 acres of the coal 


lands of British Columbia is a necessity 
for the public welfare, it proves the 
iniquity of the transaction which irre- 
vecably passes hundreds of thousands 
of acres into the hands cf 4 single cor- 
poration. We are indeed at a low 
stage if we can only compromise on 
these terms in regard to the ownership 
of stupendous values of public property 
and vast areas of the public domain. 
THE GENERAL QUESTION. 

If we admit that the monopoly of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway is an 
injury to the west, and, therefore, to 
the east—and certainly the leaders of 
the party now in power have educated 
the people formany years to believe 
that—it is the duty of the government 
to fight that monopoly, not to fatten it. 

The country gives $3,600,000 and 
gets the use of 330 miles of railway 
practically on the company’s terms. 
The eompany gives certain slight re- 
ductions in certain freight rates— 
greater reductions than which could 
have been secured from less money 
in ctker ways—and gets a further and 
more Complete assurance of monopoly 
throughout the great Canadian west. 

It would pay Canada well to give 
three millions, or ten millions, to free 
the west from railway monopoly ; but 
it does not pay Canada to give a fraction 
of the three and a half millions to 
entrench that monopoly more securely 
than ever by enabling it to close the 
only southern gateway through the 
Rocky Mountains from effective com- 
petition for all time. .

stands the town has a right of way 
across Diock X, a3, on the appeal by 
Heiminck to Regina, two judges were | 
of the opinion that there was a_ trail 
and two were of ihe opinion that there 
was not a trail, hence the decision of | 
the trial judge stood.
